extremes of temperature, whereas Rochelle Salt 
begins to lose its properties above about 45 
degrees Centigrade. It is particularly suitable 
for the conditions which portables have to 
provide for. F ae 

I found the response was well maintained up to 
g,000 c/s in the treble and was distinctly audible 
above 10,000 c/s ; at the other end of the scale 
the response at 100 c/s was strong and only fell 
off to inaudibility at about 50 c/s. 

Though the turntable and motor are very 
light I found no tendency to “ wow ”’ on any of 
the three speeds and vibration along the banjo 
plate to the pickup base was surprisingly small. 
Partly because of this, and partly because of the 
response below 100 c/s there is no rumble. 

On the whole, then, I should say that this 
model resembles normal eyesight, in that it 
completely fulfils its purpose without cause for 
any anxiety. 


Collaro Transcription Motor, Model 2o10. 

(Price £13 16s. 6d. plus £4 8s. 3d. P.T.). 

I referred to this splendid example of motor 

design in my review of the R.E.C.M.F. 

Exhibition at Grosvenor House, but for com- 
pleteness I will repeat the specification here. 


Specification : 

Unit plate 15 in. by 124 in. with wood and 
plastic damping and with rubber fillet 
for edges. 

Motor: Squirrel cage induction motor with 
dynamically balanced rotor and uniform 
air gap between rotor and stator. 
Available for A.C. voltages from 200/250 
volts and 100/125 volts at 50 c/s. Special 
pulleys supplied on request for 40 or 60 
c/s supplies. 

Turntable: Balanced, with large proportion 
of mass of 8} lb. at 12 in. diameter 
periphery so as to give high flywheel 
effect. Runs with ground and lapped 
steel shaft 3 in. long and ¥% in. diameter 
in self-lubricating bearing with steel ball 
at base. 

Speed gear: Three-stepped pulley on motor 
spindle drives large rubber idler wheel 
which contacts subsidiary rim on turn- 
table. Three-speed control is operated 
by a cam action which retracts idler 
pulley to a position clear of both motor 
pulley and turntable. Switching the 
unit from one speed to another auto- 
matically switches the motor off and 
then on again. 

Pickup: This is a special version of ‘‘ Studio 
P” fitted to a metal arm damped with 
plastic material and so designed as 
to be capable of playing 16 in. records. 
The vertical bearing is a long-ground 
and lapped spindle in an oil-retaining 
bearing. The horizontal bearing con- 
sists of two nylon tapes which are self- 
damping. 

Note: Model 2000 (price £10 4s. plus 
£3 5s. 6d. P.T.) has the same type of 
motor mounted on a banjo plate without 
pickup. There is no automatic stop 
for either unit, and each may be 
screwed hard down to the motor board. 


I have now had one of these Transcription 
motors in use for a few weeks and have had no 
occasion to modify the very high opinion 
I formed of the design when I first saw it. 


There is no “‘ wow” whatever, and low fre- 
quency rumble is very small; even the little 
that remains only shows with amplifiers that 
are very sensitive to deep bass, and that little 
can be completely removed by the methods 
I described last month. Those of us who 
appreciate the difficulties of removing the last 
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trace of rumble can only be grateful and 
admiring at the success which this motor has 
achieved—and at a remarkably cheap price. 
There is no vibration whatever transmitted 
through the turntable. The running is smooth 
and constant and of itself gives one a sense of 
security. 

I like the clever spring-loaded adaptor for 
45 r.p.m. records with large centre hole. It is 
both positive and unobtrusive and avoids the 
fiddling with separate adaptor. 

I like, too, the facility for screwing the plate 
down hard to a wooden mounting. 

Indeed, I have only one criticism of the whole 
assembly, if one can in fact call it that. This 
is that there is no suppressor across the speed 
change switch contacts, with the result that 
when one changes motor speed with the 
amplifier running there is a distinct ‘‘ plop” 
in the loudspeaker. This can be effectively 
cured by fitting a 0.01 mfd condenser in series 
with a 200 ohm resistor across the switch 
contacts. A separate mains switch should, of 
course, also be fitted. 

Later : I have just heard that a suppressor 
will henceforth be fitted as standard. 

I have indicated more than once my high 
opinion of the “Studio P” pickup. I need 
only add that I like this special version more 
than the standard model, and in particular 
that the special carrying arm is a distinct 
improvement on that usually fitted. 

A good motor and pickup are prime essentials 
to high quality reproduction. Here they are 
both to be had at a price which, for the value, 
is really very small.

I have always regarded this unit and its 
larger companion, the 15in. unit, as a loud- 
speaker de luxe. I like the cleanness of design 
of the bass unit and the way in which it is 
wedded to the H.F. unit; I like the way in 
which the centre pole is bored out so as to 
form an exponential horn with a phase com- 
pensating throat ; and I like the way in which 
this exponential horn is continued by the L.F. 
diaphragm so that there is less risk of phase 
interference between the two units. I like, 
too, the finish of the whole unit and the con- 
sideration which has obviously been given in 
the general features of design to the conditions 
in which it is likely to be used, both at home 
and abroad. 

I believe that the unit is at its best—relative 
to other units, that is—when it is used in a direct 
radiating system, such as my own infinite 
baffle where nothing is added to the bass 
response from the radiation from the rear of 
the L.F. cone. Then the whole range of 
response is as smooth, almost, as one could 
wish from about 40 c/s up to well over 15,000 c/s, 
and I think I have even devised a means of 
adding to this long range in the bass down to 
at any rate 20 c/s, if that were to be desired. 
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But I also know that it gives a superior 
response in a Voigt-typ2 cabinet (which is why 
Mr. Ginn uses it in his Expert ‘ Master ”’ 
Speaker). And I have heard it also with 
great comfort and satisfaction when mounted 
in a bass reflex cabinet. 

Of course, if I could afford it, and could not 
arrange with my wife to have a hole in the wall, 
I would have one of the larger units, with its 
1,000 c/s crossover frequency, in a Guy 
Fountain Autograph Enclosure—which, as 
I have remarked before, is surely the most 
advanced form of cabinet enclosure that has 
yet been devised for housing a long-range 
loudspeaker. But one has to pay a great deal 
of money for that extra efficiency and range. 
And I do want to insist that even in a simple 
corner, bass reflex system, or an arrangement 
following the Decca system of projecting the 
direct radiation from the front of the speaker 
into the corner of a room and at about 45° 
upwards, it is possible to have a loudspeaker 
which is only just short of the best ; and that 
at not too great a cost. 

Well, there you have it. My judgment is 
that it is a superb unit, beautifully made with 
advantages as to acoustic phasing and dis- 
tribution of high frequencies that are not 
possessed by other units. Its disadvantages 
relative to some other units or combinations 
are in its price and in the fact that these others 
have a rather higher flux density. 

For smoothness, and what I call the ‘‘ human” 
as distinct from an artificial quality of the 
response, I do not think that it is excelled by 
any combination on the market that I know.

The use of a triode first stage in a 2-stage 
amplifier for a Portable is somewhat novel, 
particularly as negative feedback is also used, 
since besides smoothing out the response this 
has the effect of reducing the over-all ampli- 
fication. 

It necessitates, of course, the use of a high 
output pickup and fortunately the Collaro 
Studio Model “ T” (which is not normally 
available) serves this purpose admirably. 

The combination is quite successful within 
the limitations imposed by the weight, porta- 
bility and other general features of the design. 

I measured the response both on standard 
and on microgroove records. The range was 
about the same on both. With the tone control 
(which is a treble attenuator) set to give 
maximum response, a note of 10,000 c/s could 
just be heard, and similarly in the bass a note of 
60 c/s was just audible. The main range was 
from 150 c/s in the bass to 7500 c/s in the treble. 

These measurements corresponded to the 
conclusion I had formed by listening to my 
selected test recordings, namely that though the 
range was limited the tone was smooth and 
pleasing within that range, and not over- 
burdened with scratch on the one hand or with 
hum and rumble on the other.

4th Anthology of English Church Music 

With the issue of the 4th Volume of the 
Anthology of English Church Music, released 
by Columbia, the whole set as compiled 
and edited by the late Dr. E. H. Fellowes is now 
complete, and a debt of gratitude is due as well 
to the British Council for sponsoring the issue 
and to Columbia for undertaking the recording 
and issue of the whole project. ; 7 

The Anthology is invaluable and unique in 
that the whole field of English Church Music 
from the beginning of the 16th century to the 
present time is covered, sung by the choirs 
represented in their own cathedrals, abbeys 
and chapels, where our English choral tradition 
has been nurtured and developed over many 
centuries. ' 

The present volume follows the lines of 
previous issues, each set being a complete 
entity and covering the whole period. Now, 
however, the whole Anthology, arranged in 
chronological order of composers, provides a 
recorded survey which no lover and student of 
English Church Music would have thought 
possible four years ago and which is quite 
unique in the history of the gramophone. In 
this connection it would be an advantage if 
Columbia collated all the notes into one book 
and, more important still, denoted the pub- 
lishers of the works recorded. 

Much interest was aroused by the recent tour 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral Choir to the U.S.A. 
and their triumph was repeated on television 
and at the Royal Festival Hall early this year. 
This Choir has received consistently good 
criticisms from A.R. and they maintain their 
high level in the new set (and in their con- 
tribution to the History of Music in Sound). 

It is a good thing to remind ourselves that 
the English cathedral tradition is part of the 
heritage of the Englishman and that even 
to-day fully choral services are rendered daily 
in over fifty of our cathedrals, abbeys and 
collegiate chapels. 

Music has been called the “ Handmaid of 
Religion”, and in clothing the words of the 
Scripture and the Liturgy with such glorious 
sound it has surely achieved its highest purpose.

Single-Sided LPs 

In spite of Mr. Bateman’s joy in your June 
issue about the new La Scala records which are 
to have an empty fourth side, it is a regrettable 
fact that the gramophone companies at the 
moment cannot bear to think of an unused side. 
To avoid this Scylla they fall into an even worse 
Charybdis and couple incongruous works on 
two sides of a single disc. 

The companies cater in the main for two 
types of buyer (though I am not suggesting that 
every buyer can be fitted into one of the two 
types)—those who form a selected collection of 
well-known or well-loved works, and those who 
try to collect as many records as possible of 
single composers or their contemporaries. 
Many of the letters published already on this 
topic have been written solely from the point of 
view of each of these two types of buyer. Mr. 
Shilstone’s suggested couplings sound all right 
for one who wants only a few records, but if the 
companies are not agreed on what work to 
couple with what (and this is surely the source 
of the difficulty), he is going to find himself 
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with two “ Pragues”’. In any case, if he does 
not like “a further 25 minutes” of ’cello- 
playing, for goodness’ sake let him turn his 
gramophone off or change his record. He can 
play the other side some other time. LP records 
which couple two works on different sides need 
not be played in their entirety on every 
occasion. The company which couples Mozart’s 
23rd and 24th Piano Concertos, for instance, 
does not mean them to be played one after the 
other every time ; it caters for the buyer who 
will come back to the other side some other time, 
perhaps with equal pleasure. 

The companies gamble every time they put 
two works on one record, and in such a thing 
as music, where people’s tastes differ so much, 
the safest bets will sometimes fail—Mr. 
Shilstone does not like his two ’cello suites 


together. The only solution must be single- 
sided records.

Mercury ‘ Scheherazade ”’ 

I note that your review of our recording of 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s Scheherazade by the 
Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra under Antal 
Dorati as issued under the Oriole label in 
England implies that in one way or another we 
have monitored the volume levels at some stage 
between the original master tape and the 
finished disc. 

I wish to take issue with this implication. It 
is one of the cardinal principles of the Mercury 
Living Presence recording technique to avoid 
tampering in any way with volume levels once 
the basic dynamic range has been established 
at the recording session. At no time during the 
course of an original recording or during a 
subsequent transfer from tape to master lacquer 
do we alter the established dynamic range— 
save for a very occasional, extreme instance 
where pianissimo passages would become 
inaudible under normal home-listening con- 
ditions. With respect to Scheherazade I can 
say unequivocally that the volume levels have 
not been touched.

Playing Time 

Now that we have three speeds at our disposal, 
together with longer and shorter playing 
variants of 33} and 45, there is no reason why 
the most economic medium should not be used 
for each individual piece of music. I hope that 
these innovations will eventually do away with 
most couplings and fill-ups, but even when the 
day comes we shall still want to know whether 
the most appropriate medium is being used in 
any particular case. 

I have in mind the astonishing difference in 
playing times between one LP record and 
another. A 12 in. Pergolesi/Respighi coupling, 
for instance, plays 114 minutes on one side and 
17 minutes on the other. This is not only a 
shorter playing time than many 10 in. LP records, 
but also shorter than many single sides of 12 in. 
LP records. On the 78s poor value springs not 
only to the time sense, but also to the eye 
because of the small area covered by the grooves; 
but with some LPs at least most of the disc is 
covered with grooves, even if the playing time 
is very short.

We note with interest in the June edition 
of THE GRAMOPHONE one of your reviewers 
mentions the Bach Thematic Catalogue, 
edited by Schmiedler, as being a valuable work 
of reference, but unfortunately difficult to 
obtain. 

We agree with the first part of the statement, 
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but referring to the second half, we feel it ma - 
be of value to know that this item is, far froin, 
being difficult to obtain, quite simple, in tha: 
we have consistent stocks of this work, and even 
in the event of an unprecedented demand, are 
rarely out of stock for more than a fortnight. 
At the moment, the price of the work is five 
guineas.

Vocal Treasures 

The proposed E.M.I. deletions need shock no 
collector who glances, as I have just done, 
through the 1925 and 1940 H.M.V. catalogues 
and noted the wealth of wonderful material 
which seems now to be destined to perpetual! 
silence. 

Excluding the lunatic fringe who collect 
labels and matrix numbers and those who 
believe that no disc is worth acquiring until it 
has become an expensive rarity, there remains 
a faithful and solid core of serious amateurs of 
vocal art who, unless they are both leisured and 
wealthy, might as well now give up the unequal 
struggle. It would be unreasonable for us not 
to be indignant at the present state of affairs 
instead of the converse as Mr. Desmond Shawe- 
Taylor asserts in the July issue of Tur 
GRAMOPHONE. Moreover, our indignation will 
only cease when some means (long overdue and 
now more necessary than ever) is devised of 
arranging, with artistic and financial success, 
for the finest examples cf recorded art of the 
past to be reasonably easy to acquire. The 
“Archive Series”? attempted this but failed 
because of erratic selection and high cost. 
Another: attempt need not fail for the same 
reasons. Numerous ways suggest how success 
might be assured : 

(1) By bulk special pressings ordered and 

paid for in advance. 

(2) By the formation of record clubs operating 
on the same lines as book clubs. 

(3) By monthly pressing announced by E.M.I. 
(e.g., Pressing this month—order and 
pay up in advance). 

(4) By LP dubbings “ contracted out” by 
E.M.I. to other organisations. 

There are doubtless many others.

Symphony of a Thousand

Since 
Mahler died in 1911 this title obviously has no 
composer’s authority, and as the symphony 
neither specifies nor needs a thousand per- 
formers it is surely time to return to Mahler’s 
own description of the work. 

Further, althoug& the second part of this 
symphony is a setting of Part II of “ Faust”, 
Mahler specifically prohibited the description 
* Faust Symphony ”’. 

Let us, then, drop these names as we should 
such other nonsensical nicknames as ‘‘Hammer- 
klavier”” Sonata, ‘“‘ Emperor” Concerto, 
eal Symphony, and use the correct 
title.

Ginette Neveu 

In the.autumn of 1949, a tragic air disaster 
brought to an untimely end the career of the 
young French violinst, Giaette Neveu. Some 
small compensation in this great loss to the 
world of music was the fact that Mlle. Neveu 
had left behind a number of gramophone 
recordings, issued by ‘‘ His Master’s Voice.”’ 

However, these recordings exist only on 
78 r.p.m. discs, a fact which must nowadays 
weigh very greatly against them, with the LP 
disc so firmly established in this country. 
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This may well mean that, within a few years 
of her death, Ginette Neveu’s recordings are not 
receiving the attention which they so justly 
deserve, and I would suggest that the issue of 
a long-playing disc of the Sibelius Violin 
Concerto could do much to restore Mlle. Neveu 
to the pre-eminence which would have been 
accorded to her were she still alive to-day. 
The Fates seem to have dealt very harshly 
with Ginette Neveu. Her career was broken off 
so tragically just when it seemed that years of 
world acclaim lay before her, and now even 
the recordings by which her superb artistry 
ought to be for ever remembered stand to be 
disregarded and forgotten purely on account of 
recording developments. Perhaps H.M.V. can 
be coaxed to remedy the latter.

Unfamiliar Works 

The companies are becoming increasingly 
adventurous in issuing recordings of unfamiliar 
works, and one is grateful for this ; at the same 
time, it would, I think, be generally agreed that 
a great deal that is trivial or undistinguished is 
getting recorded, while much that is important 
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is not. Take for example the case of Stravinsky 
—how many major works from his later period 
are available over here on LP? I can only 
think of one. Instead of further reduplications 
of the Firebird music and the Circus Polka, 
could we not be given “ Les Noces ”’, the Mass, 
“Orpheus” and the Cantata ? Perhaps the 
Glyndebourne “ Rake’s Progress” is to be 
recorded ? 


Again, only two of Nielsen’s symphonies have 
been satisfactorily recorded on LP over here. 
No doubt Mercury will issue their very fine 
LP of No. 6 soon ; and I suppose it is useless 
demanding another “‘ Espansiva”’, now that 
Decca have seen fit to put their muddy record- 
ing of Tuxen’s dull, flaccid performance on to 
LP. But surely Jensen could be persuaded to 
give us Nos. 2 and 5? True, these are both 
available on H.M.V. SPs, but No. 2 is badly 
recorded and No. 5, apart from a performance 
that falls short of the ideal, suffers terribly from 
being chopped into nine little bits. 

These works are not exactly “ box-office’, 
but they would find a wider public than much 
that has been issued recently.
